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COLEMOSS is a name made up by James Cole (actually Moss) 
when as a soldier in the British 37" Regiment of Foot he married 
Mary Moorfoot. See page 5 for full details.

MOSS(E) FAMILY NAME. TIMELINE. 
The English surname Moss(e) is derived from where a man once lived or 
held land. Before say 1400, family surnames were rare. Lets explain the 
names below. eg David del Mos means David of the Mos (bog or swamp). 
Stephen atte Mos means Stephen at the Mos. In Olde English "mos" 
means a bog or swamp. Both "del" and "atte" show that the below named 
people are of English descent who took their names from a local moss, 
now known as a bog or swamp. 
Moss as a family name may have originated near the Solway Moss, a 
moss (lowland peat bog), in Cumbria, England near the Scottish border. 
Westmoreland, Cumbria and Yorkshire all have vast tracts of bogs. Then 
Mosse families began moving southward. One went through Keswick to 
Lancashire, to Staffordshire and North Wales. The other went through 
Yorkshire to Nottinghamshire, Lincolnshire and Norfolk. 
1086. Domesday Book. The name appears for the first time in England, as 
Moyses. The forename Moses could be of Jewish origin. 
1153. Almer Mosse. Pipe Rolls of Norfolk. First recorded English 
spelling as a family name. 
1189-99. A persistent, firmly held family tradition throughout the 
different branches of the Mosse family that King Richard Coeur de 
Lion knighted Philip Mosse for his valour during the seige of Acre 
during the third Crusade. 
1256. Westmorland County. John son of William de Mosse (William of 
the bog) and 
Thomas the forester of Kendale....broke into and stole goods from a 
house in Sealegil (Sleagill, Morland Parish, near Appleby in 
Westmorland). John was afterwards caught and beheaded. He had no 
chattels. Beheading was usually reserved for people of some importance; 
the ordinary person was generally hung. 
1267. Document written in Hebrew on 12 September 1267, the day 
preceding the Jewish New Year 5028. Leading Rabbi of Lincoln, 
Magister Benedict, son of Magister Moss, made over to his son Heam, 
a house which he had bought originally from one William Badde, and 
with the house, one yard, which he had purchased of William of Newark. 
It had been deposited in the common chest of the Jews of Lincoln. At 
their dispersal in 1290, it came into the hands of the Dean and Chapter 
of Westminster Abbey, whose property it still remains. 
1286. David del Mos. Assize Rolls for Cheshire. 
1304. Adam son of Peter del Mosse stole a cow.... in the ville (town) of 
Boudon, Derbyshire. 
1313. Nottinghamshire. Another incident of the period was the fatal 
quarrel between two men who had been with the King's army in 
Scotland. Two men named Robert on the Mosse and William Palley 
were staying at Newark upon Trent Castle, when Robert struck William 
with a certain piked axe, so that he died the day after. 
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1325. Adam del Mosse of Derewent (Darwen, near Blackburn in south 
Lancashire) 

1327. Stephen atte Mos. Paid iii shillings (wealthy). Of Batterdeleye. 
Staffordshire Subsidy Rolls. 

1327. Robert del Mosse. William de Mose, paid vi pence, of Stalynton. 
Derbyshire Subsidy Rolls. 

1349. 23 Edward III. William son of Robert del Mosse. Simon de 
Liverpull (of Liverpool). Grant of half a burgage land with the 
appurtenances in Castlefield, Liverpull. 

? William de Mosse and his wife. Paid 4 pence. Subsidy Roll. Bekwyth 
hamlet de Kylyngall (Killingate? Yorkshire). 

1359. John Mosse, Lord of the manors of Preston and Edlyngton, 
near Boston, Lincolnshire (50km E of Newark upon Trent). A court 
confirmed the right of John Mosse to hold the lands and claim rent from 
the Abbot of Fountains Abbey. A Charter by John Mosse of Leek, Lord 
of the Manor of Freston, called Petchehall, claimed he owned a 
messuage called Fountaynhouses, arable land and a windmill in the vill 
(town) of St.Botulph. He confirmed the abbey could use the lands 
forever by handing over a rose yearly. And he will defend the monks 
against all men. 6 January 1360/01. The Abbot gave John the privileges of 
a lay brother. When he dies, as is custom in the Cistercian Order, he will 
receive three masses by each priest. Every year John's name shall be 
recited in Chapter on the day of his death, when a special prayer shall be 
offered for him, as for a deceased monk. 1361/2. 
Johannes del Mosse. Also mentioned Johem del Mosse. Will proved 
at Rose, 3 March 1361/2. 

1380. Adam del Mosse of Walton (10km W of Blackburn, Lancashire). 
1382. Attorney Robert del Mosse, son of John. Yorkshire Deeds. 

1391. At Westminster, London. William son of John del Mosse, William 
son of Geoffrey del Mosse, John del Mosse and many others. Indicted 
of divers felonies (including judicial murder). 

Ca 1470. Birth of Robert Mosse of Winwicke, (just N of Warrington) 
South Lancashire. College of Arms, Mosse pedigree. Reference 
Vincent 135/360. In 1622, Robert Mosse was alive. His wife died in 
1622. He had four sons and three daughters. Allowing 30 years between 
generations, the first mentioned Robert Mosse of Winwicke was born ca 
1470. 

1540-83. NW England. Cumbria & Westmorland. 

Mosse names begin to appear in church entries just east of Kirkby 
Stephen in east Cumbria (formerly in Westmoreland): (1) 1540, Peter 
Mosse of Heggerskele (Heggerscale), Stainmore, was born; (2) Mosse 
entries begin in register of Brough-under-Stainmore. 

1581-83. 10km NW and NNW of Kirkby Stephen, respectively: 

(1)1581, Mosse entries begin in register of Crosby Ravensworth, 
Cumbria (NW England); (2) 1583. Mosse entries begin in register of St. 
Michaels Appleby. 

1563. 30km SSW of Kirkby Stephen. Mosse entries begin in register of 
Crosthwaite (near Kendal , Cumbria (NW England), which between 1570- 
1657 included 69 baptisms, 44 marriages and 50 burials. 
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1564-77. Queen Elizabeth I and others organised a German mining 
company to work gold mines. Christopher Mosse of Burekhedmyr 
and Gawen Mosse of Keswick sold peat to the miners and Christopher 
taking rent for the use of a road to Wesco. The original German miners 
account books were translated by WG Collingwood, 1912. 

1593. Lincolnshire. 60km SW of Newark upon Trent, Nottingham. 
Marriage of Robert Mosse and Agnes Brown on 25th August 1593 at 
Pinchbeck Lincolnshire. Other Mosse marriages took place in 1609, 
1622, 1627, 1633, 1658, 1668. 1615.Will of 
Peter Mosse of Heggetskale. 

Cumberland. 150 wills, mostly clergy. 


1394-1610. Mosse family priests, England. 
In Northamptonshire: 1394. William Mosse. Priest at Lamport. 1498- 
1512. Henry Mosse at Weedon, Pinkney. 1564. Richard Mosse at Isham. 
1607. Richard Mosse at Hanington. 1611. John Mosse at Hanington. 
In Sussex. 1438. Simon Mosse. Priest of Chaily. Also 1543. William 
Mosse. Priest of Waldron. 
In Cumberland: 1567. Simon Mosse. Rector of Greystoke. 
In Suffolk: 1586-1619. Miles Mosse. Vicar of Bury St Edmunds. 
Place names called Moss. 
Moss, Yorkshire. 15N of Doncaster. Historically in the west riding of 
Yorkshire.

19. ANN COLE MOSS Mother of sixteen. Well known midwife, 
1874. 

Born 22 April 1833 (family knowledge). Christened 30 May 1833 at St 
Mary’s Church Limerick, County Limerick, Ireland. Father James 
Colemoss, 27th (actually 37th) Regiment. Mother Mary (Moorfoot). 
Church of Ireland (protestant). 

At 16 years old Ann converted to her husband JLQ's religion, Roman 
Catholicism. Laurence her husband was a witness (see below). 


Married: (1) at Howick, New Zealand, 27 July 1848, JOHN 
LAWRENCE QUINN, sailor, aged 29 (actually 36) and Ann Cole, aged 
15; (2) 08 Feb 1893, Ann Quinn, widow, and William John Cain. Living at 
Little Plain (Bombala), NSW. It 
appears William Cain spent any money Ann may have had. It was nota 
happy marriage. She did go to New Zealand for the 1897 reunion of the 
Fencibles. She was very small in stature but very fiery, as was her 
daughter Julia. Several of her children were not registered because the 
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family were not near a place to do so. Julia was born in the bullock wagon 
going to Bombala, so Ann was a very tough little pioneer. 


Died 24 Jul 1926 at 19 Olive St Paddington, NSW, aged 93.Senility, 
Myocarditis. Born at Nottingham, England (wrong). Father: James Cole 
Moss, army colonel (a private). Mother: Mary Morphett. Buried Roman 
Catholic cemetery Randwick (Coogee Cemetery) with her son Charles 
Herbert Quinn. 76 years in NSW (1850). Never went to hospital. Had 
only one slight illness during her life. Native of England. Kept the Bridge 
Hotel at Bombala with her husband JLQ. Anne used to smoke a clay pipe. 
She had a fiery temper and it is said she once saw off a bushranger. 
Newspaper obituary: ‘6 sons & 10 daughters; accompanied her husband 
JLQ to the diggings at Turon NSW and Ovens Vic; survived by 341 
descendants.’ 


1849. Baptism & Recantation. Roman Catholic. On 22 April 1849 
before me, Philip I. Viard (Bishop of Auckland), stood ANN COALMOSS, 
aged 16 years, who having acknowledged that the Catholic Apostolic and 
Roman Church is the only true Church of God, the only heir of the 
promise and authority of that Divine Saviour of her own free will and 
without any Compulsion .... (baptised) ....in the temporary Chapel at 
Howick .... in the presence of Laurence Quinn, and others... 


1920. Family Photo 

Not often a camera-man gets the opportunity to take a picture of five 
generations of one family, and that happened when Mrs Laurence Quinn, 
until recently a resident of Bombala, walked in to have her photo taken. 
She is 87 and the group included her eldest daughter and three other 
generations down to one of her 21 great great grandchildren. The old 
lady's descendants are 16 children all alive, 104 grandchildren, 134 great 
grandchildren, and the 21 mentioned. This loyal old family of station 
employees were for many years at Burnima and Maffra Stations. 
There is a standing growing memorial at Schumaker's Creek to the 
memory of Old Mrs Quinn, that of an immense old willow tree on the 
main roadside to Bibbenluke, which was planted at a well-side by her 
over 50 years ago, where she used to draw her household water supply 
and also do her clothes washing under the little shade then given from 
the tree. Bombala Times, 16 July 1920. 


Pioneer’s death. 341 descendants. 

Anne Cain (nee Cole Moss), whose death at Paddington at the age of 93 
years is announced, had never been in hospital and suffered only one 
slight illness in her life. She had sixteen children - six sons and ten 
daughters. Mrs Cain arrived at Sydney in the early fifties from New 
Zealand after her marriage to the late Mr John Lawrence Quinn. She 
accompanied him to the diggings at Turon, NSW and Ovens, 
Victoria. Mrs Cain, who died on the anniversary of her first marriage, is 
survived by 3 daughters, 3 sons, 104 grandchildren, 156 great 
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grandchildren and 75 great great grandchildren - 341 descendants. Her 
eldest daughter is 75 years of age. Her eldest great great grandchild is 
18 years old, the youngest being 4 months.

38. JAMES COLE (actually MOSS) Soldier, 37th Regiment of 
Foot. Stockingmaker. 
Christened at Newark-upon-Trent, St Mary Magdalene, Nottinghamshire: 
James Moss. Parents: Thomas & Sarah Moss. 
An explanation: My research found two James Moss' christened at 
Newark-upon-Trent, both to Thomas Moss & Sarah (Groves): (1) 25 May 
1797; (2) 16 June 1803. Then James, son of Thomas & Sarah Moss, was 
buried at Newark on "1803 08 01"(the month coming before the day, ie 1 
August 1803). The elder son named James must have died before the 
second James was christened. Commonsense says the first James was 
buried 8 August 1803. Finally, after many years of looking I had found 
James!

1853. Newark-Upon-Trent. Ancient, well-built market town in the 
middle of a fertile district, strategically placed on the Great North Road 
which links London (200km S) to Newcastle upon Tyne. 11,330 
inhabitants. Malt, ale, flour, linen and smock frocks are the major 
industries, which include several breweries, 20 corn mills, many malt 
kilns and an extensive linen manufactory (Hawton Mills, fine linen 
bleached after the irish manner). 


An explanation of James Cole Moss' family name. 

James Cole joined the 37th Regiment of Foot in 1823. His army discharge 
papers say he was born in March-April 1806 at Heanor, Derbyshire. (This 
is false). 

The only "Cole Moss" christenings in England I found were James' 
children. So he made up the name! On 26 January 1829, James "Cole 
Moss", stocking maker, married Mary Moorfoot at Sculcoates, (Hull), 
Yorkshire. At this time James was in the army. Privates were not allowed, 
or seriously discouraged, from marrying. So he got around that by adding 
his real family name of Moss and stockingmaker (his original profession) 
to his enlisted name Cole. Once married, the army had to accept it. 
James' daughter Susannah Cole Moss was christened in Nottingham, 
Nottinghamshire on 13 June 1847. They lived at Leenside, a marshy, 
flood-prone, notorious slum area. James is described as a framework 
knitter, so could have been a stocking maker. I am proud of my 
ggggrandfather James. He ran off to the army "to see the world", instead 
of becoming a senseless, poverty struck, slave working in a terrible, noisy 
factory and living in a slum. 

James baptized his six children as "Cole Moss" (full details below). The 
first child James Cole Moss was born or christened 21 July 1830 at 
Newark-upon-Trent, Nottinghamshire, England. It makes sense that army 
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private James sent his wife to relatives in his hometown (his parents were 
dead) to have their first child, as his wife came from distant Yorkshire. 
James Cole's daughters Ann (1833) & Mary (1841) Cole Moss were born 
in Ireland where James was stationed. Jane Maria (1844) was born at 
North Shields, Northumberland. Both John (1849) and Elizabeth (1855) 
were born in Howick (Auckland), New Zealand. WOW! 


James Cole (actually Moss). Private. 37th Regiment of Foot. 
Timeline. 

1823. 7 April. Enlisted at Derby, Derbyshire. Seventeen years old 
(actually 20), labourer, born in Heanor parish, Derbyshire. (Birth details, 
place & family name are false). 

1823. Albany Barracks muster. (Isle of Wight): ‘Recruit from Derby 24 
Apr’. 

1823. 2 August. James joined the regiment in Quebec, Canada. 

1824. Late in year. Regiment transferred to Kingston (20km SW of 
Montreal), Canada. 1824. James ‘in confinement’ (imprisoned) for ten 
days. 20 September, court martialled at Point Riny, North America, for 
being absence without leave. 

1825. 29 November. After the regiment returned to England, James 
disembarked from the 

transport ‘Cato’. He was then garrisoned at Portsmouth, Hampshire. 
1825. Again, ‘in confinement’ (imprisoned) for ten days. 

1826. In late 1826, James Cole was stationed at Cork, Ireland. 
1829-30. 37th Foot muster. James was ‘Sick at Omagh’ (70km W of 
Belfast in northern Ireland.). In October- December 1830, James was 
‘present at Waterford Depot’. 

1833. Daughter Anne Cole Moss born 22 April at Limerick, County 
Limerick. 

1834. James was at Clare Castle (30km NW of Limerick), county Clare. 
1841. Daughter Mary Cole Moss born on15 or 18 October in Queen's 
county, Ireland (now called Laois). 

1845. 20 June. Discharge papers: At Forton Barracks, Gosport, 
Hampshire. Born in Heanor parish, Derbyshire. 5' 7", grey hair, hazel 
eyes, fresh complexion, good character. Served 21 years, 85 days, 
including 28 months in America (Montreal, Canada). Aged 39 years, 2 
months (born April 1806). 
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37th Regiment of Foot. 
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1829. Married at Sculcoates Parish, Hull, East Yorkshire: 26 January 
1829, ‘James Cole Moss, stocking maker. Mary Moorfoot (she signed 
her name this way), spinster. Both of this parish’.

1847. Chelsea Pensioner. James Cole. 10d. per day, commenced 01 Jul 
1847. Born ca 05 Apr 1806 at Heanor, Derbyshire (wrong). Living at 
Howick and Durham St, Auckland. 
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1847. Migration to New Zealand. On 12 August 1847, per Sir George 
Seymour (867 tonne barque). James Cole, Mary (Moorfoot) and their 
four daughters Anne, Mary, Jane & Susannah sailed from Gravesend, at 
the entrance of the Thames River, London. James Cole Junior, as his 
father had done, was serving in the 37th Regiment of Foot. 

The Sir George Seymour was an 867 ton barque and left Gravesend in 
England on 12 August 1847 and arrived in Auckland three and a half 
months later. The ship carried 78 men of 

the 4th Division of the Royal New Zealand Fencibles, under Major Gray, 
with 62 women and 118 children. The journey took them past Madeira 
and the Canary Islands, round 

the Cape of Good Hope, then past Tasmania, Three Kings Islands and to 
New Zealand. There were 14 deaths during the journey. Every day the 
passengers mustered on deck, and there were routines regarding 
cleaning and exercise. On shipboard there was a daily school for the 
children and Sunday Church service taken by the Captain. 

On 25 Nov 1847, the Sir George Seymour arrived at Auckland, New 
Zealand. James joined the Royal New Zealand Fencible corps. Made 
up of retired British soldiers, the corps was formed to protect the early 
settlers of Auckland from the Maori. Fencibles received free passage for 
themselves and their families to New Zealand. They were soldiers over 
forty five years of age who had been pensioned from the British Army. 
Their pension continued for life, they had guaranteed work and were 
given a two roomed cottage on arrival and an area of land. In return they 
had to attend church parade and church on Sunday and up to twelve days 
of training a year. 

By all accounts it was very hard in New Zealand at first. The promised 
cottages were not built and they had to live in tents. They settled in 
Howick, on one acre at the Howick Village. In 1850 the family must have 
gone through a very difficult time. The Fencibles had difficulties in 
establishing a place to live, getting work and even buying food. In the 
winter of 1850 the Howick Fencibles were given extra help by Captain 
C.Smith. James Cole was one of those who received rations as a 
‘destitute pensioner’ in the month of August. On 12 October 1854 James 
Cole received a Crown Land Grant in Howick Village, being Lot No.45 in 
Howe Street. 
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Howick village. Auckland, New Zealand. 1864. 


1849. Conversion to Catholicism. On 24 December 1849, before me 
Antoine Marie Garin, M.A., Priest of Howick, stood MARY COALMOSS 
aged 37 years (born 1812) and JAMES COALMOSS aged 40 years (born 
1809)...acknowledged the Catholic Apostolic and Roman Catholic 
Church. 


1865. Died at The Poor Hospital, Auckland, New Zealand: 29 Apr 1865 
at 11:50am, called James Cole. Aged 55. Cause of death, perotenitis. 
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1865. “Brutal Outrage & Death of an Old Man." ...Saturday last in 
Auckland. The unfortunate victim , an old Howick pensioner well-known 
to old colonists, named James Cole. It appears that the deceased has 
lately been in very reduced circumstances, so much indeed that he was 
unable to procure a night's lodging, and was compelled to lie down under 
the verandah of Asher's buildings, Graham Street; and, having by some 
means or other, procured a blanket he coiled himself up in it and went to 
sleep at about 6 o'clock. In about an hour afterwards his son in law. 
Henry Bushell, a bushman, living up country, perceiving Cole, attacked 
him in the most savage manner, striking him about the face and kicking 
him about the abdomen, and leaving him insensible. Mr Rhymes, the 
occupant of the house, hearing the disturbance came to the rescue, but 
unfortunately, not before the scoundrel had decamped. Cole was at once 
taken in doors, and the attendance of Dr Hooper procured, who did all he 
could for him. Early on Saturday morning. Cole, being apparently 
seriously injured, information was sent to the Commissioner of Police, 
who directed Constable Reilly to enquire into the matter. The constable 
on arrival found, Cole very much hurt and shaken, and Dr Hooper being 
of the opinion that he should be removed to the hospital, he was 
conveyed to that place without loss of time. Bushell was apprehended by 
warrant on the Queen Street Wharf, about 9 o'clock, and upon being 
warned in the usual manner, stated he had committed the assault upon 
Cole in consequence of some real or imaginary injury Cole had done to 
his wife, who, as we before stated, is a daughter of the deceased. We are 
very sorry to inform our readers that Cole died from the injuries received 
in about an hour after arriving at the hospital. 

New Zealand Herald, 2 May 1865. 


1865. Inquest into death of James Cole. 

An inquest was held yesterday morning before Dr Stratford at the 
Provincial Hospital. Joseph Reilly, constable: “I have known him for 
fourteen or fifteen years and he always went by the name of James Cole. 
...He appeared much injured... . his face had been sadly bruised, both his 
eyes being black. Another witness said the deceased was sober. Another 
witness said he had been in the habit of drinking freely. 

Robert Elliott Fisher (doctor) ....says he died about 11:50 am on Saturday 
morning. I observed contusions blackening under the left collar-bone. On 
opening his abdomen I found intense peritonitis. The contents of the 
bowel were dysenteric, and the ulcer was caused by dysentery. I believe 
that death was caused by the ulcer of the bowels. It is not impossible that 
if deceased was kicked in the abdomen that that would accelerate 
extravasation by opening the ulcer. 

The Jury, after consulting for about half-an-hour, returned the following 
verdict - "That James Cole died from natural causes but fear that his 
death was hastened by the ill-treatment of his son-in-law. Henry Bushell." 
New Zealand Herald, 30 April 1865. 


39. MARY MOORFOOT Nurse. 
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Died at Auckland, NZ: 26 Feb 1884, as Mary Winepress. Aged 75 (born 
1809?). Buried R.C. cemetery, Howick. Death certificate states: Parents: 
John Gale (actually Cole)*, labourer. Mother: Mary Gale, nee Moffett* 
(actually Moorfoot). Cause of death: heart disease 4 years and 
exhaustion.* These errors were made by an ignorant relative. Probably 


the same one who claimed James Cole (actually Moss) was an army 
colonel when he was but a private. 


CHILDREN 

JAMES COLE MOSS. Born or christened 21 July 1830 at Newark 
upon Trent, Nottingham, England. Parents: John (actually James) 
Cole Moss, soldier, and wife Mary. James junior's enlistment papers 
show he was born in July 1830 in Newark, Nottinghamshire. With only 
one James born in Newark in this year, his father's name was James, 
not John. As written elsewhere Cole Moss is a name made up by James 
senior. James junior married Jane ? 

He became a soldier like his father, in the same regiment, becoming 
Sergeant James Cole (Junior), 37" Regiment of Foot (1845 -69). 
Enlisted 22 May 1845 at Gosport, Hampshire. Aged 14 years, 10 
months (born July 1830). Born Newark parish, Nottinghamshire. 
James started out as a drummer and received 4 good conduct awards. 
He retired on a Chelsea Hospital Pension after serving 21 years 210 
days of full age service and 3 years under age. His service included 10 
years 9 months in Ceylon and 6% years in India. His discharge 
papers state that he was of very good character and conduct with four 
good conduct badges, the Indian Mutiny medal, a Silver medal and 
£5 gratuity for long service and good conduct. The discharge papers 
dated 19 October 1869 at Pembroke Barracks say he was 5' 7", dark 
brown hair, grey eyes, fair complexion, labourer, with no scars upon 
his body. 

James visited his family in New Zealand where his pension was paid 
out at Auckland between 20 February 1872 and 2 July 1874. On 21 
July 1874, steerage passenger James Cole (junior) sailed on the Hero 
from Auckland for Sydney. It looks like he was going to visit his sister 
Anne. :) 


1881 Census: Nottingham St Mary, England: 33 Raglan Street, James Cole, 
50, head, married, commissionaire (uniformed doorman & messenger), born 
Newark, Nottingham. Jane Cole, 40, wife, laundress, born Pollpair, Cornwall. 

19. ANN COLE MOSS. Born 22 April 1833 (must be from family

All this could have had an 
effect on the conscious decision to have or not have children, or it may 
have been a natural thing - nutritional deficit or disease affecting the 
couple’s fertility. Alternatively, William may have been engaged in the 
siege or army in a military sense. Usually people of that era had a child 
within two years of marriage - though not always. The fact that Newark 
was heavily involved during the first four years of the English Civil War 


means our ancestors were likely directly affected.
